•jEMORIAL Day is in the hearts of men and 


women. Observances of tho day have no 


meaning excepting1 their reflection of a state of 
mind and h?art. "We can not hallow, we can 
sot consecrate" except as we are hallowed 
grid consecrated by our own spiritual reactions 
to the great and the noble. 


The lesson of war is that, while we do 


honor we should do justice. 
What did this 


day say to us? 
Did it not hid us consecrate 


ourselves to peace—to the end of all war? We 
said many things to the soldiers. Those who 
died can not confront us with our promises. 
Those who survived, remember and 
reflect. 


They "have our number." 
Among- the many 


things v/e said to them was that this was a war 
to end war. Tt wasn't a war to win 
or 
lose 


political campaigns. It was a war against war 
—and we won it. And so, if we sought a proper 
self-consecration for the day, may we not best 
have consecrated ourselves to peace—to peace 
as against our own conflicting interests, 
as 


against our own party, as against every other 
consideration! 
Only by 
truly consecrating 


ourselves to peace can we honestly have shared 
in the day that Vlawned with a nation's mil- 
lions of flags at half mast. 


to carry the full burden of decision for this or 
any other government. It is the great thing 
about our form of government that in a great 
measure it permits the'mass judgment of all 
to bear upon problems that affect us all. Great 
men. lead and convince us, but in the opposi- 
tion they encounter their own convictions are 
clarified and refined. A democracy is not per- 
fect. The will of the people is not infrequently 
improperly interpreted; or on occasion actually 
ignored. 
And tHe majority is occasionally 


wrong in itself. But it is the best government 
so far attained by mankind. That it could 
produce a Lincoln, and that it could follow 
Lincoln's clear vision across the bitterness of 
four years of fratricidal war to ultimate unity 
and regeneration, is evidence of its soundness 
of which no other form of government in the 
world's history has a parallel. Imperfect as 
is our system, it is after all the only govern- 
ment professedly "of the people, for the people 
and by the people." On that foundation we 
can build solidly, in spite of the frequent de- 
fects of human fallibility in the superstructure.

A Memorial Day Lesson 


PJtENCH school children decorated American 
1 graves in France on Memorial Day, and 
sang The Star Spangled Banner as part of the 
ceremony. It was a pretty tribute of affection 
and appreciation of the part the A. E. F. paid 
in the rescue of France in the world war, of 
our contribution to the defeat of militarism 
and the cause of peace. One could wish that 
the representatives of the French government 
who attended the cermony may have carried 
back to Paris some of the spirit that infused 
the occasion. 
It might help in the quarter 


where change i? most needed to bring about a 
situation in which this country might again 
help to rescue France. 
We have helped to 


protect France once, in. war, and there is no 
reason to doubt that we would help her 
in 


peace were it possible for us to do so. But so 
long as support of France means, as it docs 
at present, salting the wounds of the war and 
preventing the restoration of peace and nor- 
mal relations throughout Europe, ,we must 
hold aloof. 
We fought for France 
against, 


militarist aggression and the spirit of conquest. 
But France, with the world's largest standing 
army seeking an excuse to seize the rich Ruhr 
region belonging to her late enemy, is altoge- 
ther too much a figure of what we fought in 
1917 and 1918 to claim our backing now. To 
?ive it would be against our own own interest, 
and if history has any validity, against the real 
interests of France herself. It is of record that 
the nation which attempts to dominate others, 
which seeks power at the expense of her neigh- 
bors, is eventually punished. 
The world will 


unite against her and rescue her victims. The 
American cemeteries in France are eloquent 
witnesses 
to 
this 
fact. 
Memorial Day in 


France had a lesson deeper than its surface 
meaning, if the French government would per- 
mit itself to look for it.

n o t h i n g hut an unexpected surrender on one side or the 
other would end the strike. 


The. government may be able to get quicker 


action toward ending the strike in a month or 
two, when it will lie backed by the angry pres- 
sure of a public badly in need of coal. But 
whether s.uch a situation would be more con- 
ducive to a genuine settlement involving per- 
manent peace in the mining industry than a 
serious study, begun as promtply as possible, 
there may be grave doubt. 
Public opinion, 


more interested in maintaining its coal supply 
than anything else, may force an end of the 
strike after a shortage has been felt. But public 
policy, one would say, ought to concern itself 
not alone with ending the "strike, but ending 
it right. The public, the miners and the oper- 
ators must be' considered, and insofar as pos- 
sible the settlement ought to be fair to all 
three. And it is the 
well-nigh 
unanimous 


opinion of all students of the matter that the 
settlement ought to include a just machinery 
for adjusting future disputes without stoppage 
of mining and all its aQuJfte distress to everyone 
involved. 


These things cannot be worked out in a 


day. 
It' we wait to get started upon them until 


there is an actual shortage of coal, the shortage 
may grow into a famine before we get them 
established. And if t'he homes and industries 
of the country get to crying for coal while the 
negotiations are on, it is likely that a settle- 
ment, any sort of a settlement, will become the 


) chief issue of the negotiations rather than an 
| effort to put the industry on a permanently 


sound and stable basis. 


It is already late to begin settlement of 


the coal strike. No more time should be lost.
